It Is necessary to halve them, 
that is, cut from the center of each & 
piece equal to the width of, and one- 
half the thickness of, th« other piece, 
as shown In fig. 8.

chisel. The hole for the tree should 
be at least 2 Inches in diameter. If 
you haven't an expansion-bit that can 
be set to cot a hole of this diameter, 
bore a ring of small holes, and trim 
up to the 2-lnch diameter with a 
chisel.
